Now York— Over the battlefields of Rus­ 
sia, poised to strike Instantly should th* 
Nazi armies prevail, hovers the dnuble- 
headed eagle of the czars— still thp ban­ 
ner of the "White Russians." Into battle 
with the German tanks and planes and 
men go the Hitler-approved hope? of th*- 
White Russians for a return to power. 
Such a return to pow’er is the bait Hit­ 
ler holds out to his Russian followers. 
They are to he the puppet rulers of the 
Muscovite land, its lawgivers, its police 
heads, 
and 
the 
generals of its 
armies. 
Their task will be to transform the wh *le 
social structure of the country, to let no 
vestige of its present social system remain 
But this isn’t ell. Even if Hitler w* re 
to occupy Moscow, there would still re­ 
main the enormous areas of the Fast to 
conquer. He does not plan, however, to 
use German troops for th* conquest and 
occupation of th* remaining Russian ter­ 
ritory — teritory stretching to th** Ural? 
and

wastes of Siberia. German soldiers ar* to 
occupy only tho vital arteries of the na­ 
tion— Its railroads, for insane** 
The rest would be under the militnr' 
Jurisdiction of a Russian army, organized 
hy Hitler, composed of soldiers from the 
occupied Russian districts, and led by of­ 
ficers recruited from the ranks of Ger. 
m in v > White Russian followers. 
— TRAINING BEGAN HACK IN 1083— 
As long ago as 1 933-34, therefore, Ber 
Un began to organize cadres for the train­ 
ing of these future leaders. Hand-picked 
groups, selected from Russian emigres r^ 
siding in Germany, were organized into 
a "Russian National-Socialist Movement " 
The ruidlng spirit and lord protector of 
the movement was the Nazi Alfred Rosen­ 
berg. A native of Riga, Herr Rosenberg 
was well versed in Russian history and 
had first-hand knowledge of all th* ten­ 
ets of Communism. He ha# been the main­

The organization and financing of a na­ 
tionalist movement among the White R ue 
sans in Germany to *-arry out to the letter

planned. Bchoolr 
were organized with courses training th^ 
White Russisns for their prospective roles 
ss administrators of Russian provinces. It?

It soon b*> 
came th* propaganda canter for German 
orientation of all right-wing Russian em i­ 
gres. 
The platform of the Russian Nations 
Socialist group contained all the principle*

munlat organizations, restoration of pri­

New York, and other cities, have become 
centers of anti-Bolshevist activities. Th* 
numerous White Russian organizations ail 
over the world are as irreconcilably op 
posed to the Soviet regime as is the Ger­ 
man Russian National-Socialist Movement.
